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RECORDS OF THE REGIMENTS OF THE SOUTH 
CAROLINA LINE, CONTINENTAL ESTABLISH- 
MENT. 

[In June, 1775, the 1st. Provincial Congress of South 
Carolina raised two regiments of foot and one of rangers for 
the defense of the Province in case the British Government 
should attempt coersive measures against the Province. In 
November, 1775, the 2d. Provincial Congress added a regi- 
ment of artillery, and in February, 1776, the same body 
added two regiments of rifles. By resolutions of the Conti 
nental Congress of Jnne 18th. and July 24, 1676, and of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina of September 20, 1776, 
these six regiments were taken upon the Continental Estab- 
lishment as South Carolina's quota, although they made a 
larger force than Congress demanded of South Carolina — 
larger than the relative population of the State warranted. 
The regiment of rangers was subsequently converted into 
infantry, and on February 11, 1780, the five infantry regi- 
ments were consolidated into three by order of Gen. 
Lincoln.* The records of these various regiments are scat- 
tered. Many of thsm are in the Record and Pension Office 
of the War Department; others are in the hands of libraries 
and historical societies; others are in private hands and still 
others have been irretrievably lost. Many of them are in 
possession of the South Carolina Historical Society and those 
are herewith given in chronological order.]
